I hey agreed that they preferred to be
spectators rather than participants in
such a scone.

The ftro was in one of four sheds that
the city uses for storing old lumber of
tho Dock Department In the rear of tho
Hyan-I'ark- Construction Company'
plant at 21 Water street. Home one on a
bridge car threw down a lighted cigarette
on tho shed's tarrod roof and in about
five minutes Charles A. Clark, foreman of
tho Borough Development Company'
dump on Water street, found a blan eat-
ing into the stackod up lumber under the
Bhed. The Are jumped to the three other
sheds before the fire apparatus arrived
and a heavy-clou- d of smoke liegan rolling
up around the bridge ttructure, fifty or
sixty feet overhead.

At about this time the open car sailed
Into tho murk and all the pasaengera held
handkerchiefs to their facoa. On the
wooden planking of the north roadway of

bridge little tparks showed and Capt.
Dourko, In charge of the bridge squad,
saw that trouble nas coming. He ordered
all traflio on the bridge held up, and for
twenty minutes oars banked up at either
end of tho bridge. Early homegoera suf-
fered in anything but silenoe and motor-mo- n

and conductors swore placidly.
The firemen under Chief Lally had in

the meantime run their hose from a high
pressure pipe at the foot of the Brooklyn
towor up to a few feot below the bridge
promenade and they soon had all the
sparks on the bridge put out.

1owti below a stiff southwest wind was
driving the sparks from the sheds to the
warehouses of the American Tobacco
Company and across the street to a lot
full of lumlier. The Ore didn't do mucli
damago to the tobaoco house, but it
wiped out completely the sheds at a loss
of about $2,000.

KILLED tlY FEL1MW PRISONER.

Convict on niarkwrll's Iiland Fight
While at Work.

John Uanlinsky, a prisoner on Black-well- 's

Island serving a six months term
for assault in tho third degree, died yes-
terday in tho penitentiary hospital from
a wound Inflicted on Monday by another
prisonor. Caralllo llosto, serving a three
mom lis term for carrying a revolvor.
Bosto was not formally arrested charged
with the homicide; a warrant was lodged
with Warden Hayes and when his term
Is ended on July 0 he will bo arrested.

EXPRESS COS. ir.V, BIT LATE

Nl risers Can't Hold t'p Interstate nnil-no-m

for Lack of a City Lternie.
Tho Adams, United States and Wells-Farg- o

express companies won a belated
victory yesterday in the United States
Circuit Court when Judgo Lacombe de-

cided that the city of New York should
bo enjoined from enforcing itsordinancos
requiring tho wagons and drivers engaged
in handling interstate express business to
have licenses. This question aroso in
the recent strike of the employees of the
companies mentioned. At the time of
the strike the companies sought pre-
liminary injunctions against tho city, but
these wore denied.

Judge Lacombe heard further argu-
ment about a fortnight ago and now con-
cludes that "it is abundantly settled by
authority that a ersoii engaged in con-
ducting an interstate express cannot be
required by tho local or State authori-
ties to take out a local license as a te

to conducting such Interstate
business in such locality."

Ai.hant, June 10. Majority Loader
Robert K. Wagner of the State Senate
said to-da- y that he hoped to get things
In shapo so tho Legislature will be able
to adjourn finally at noon on Saturday,
July S. The first draft of the Now York
city charter Is promised for next Mon-

day and the final draft by Saturday, July
I. The Democratic legislative leadors
expect to get nearly all of tho important
legislation through both houses before
a recess la taken ovor the Fourth of July,
from Friday, June 30, until Wednesday,
July 6, when the Legislature can come
back and pass the charter.

Sportsmen who hunt game will halt
and give Senator Frawlay'a bill, which tho
State Senate Forest, Fish and (lame
Committee reported favorably to-da-

oareful study before they start. Senator
Frawley's bill amends the forest, fish
and Same law, prohibiting the use of any
automatic or repeating shotgun or pump-gu- n

'or any other firearm holding more
than two cartridges at any ono timo or
that may be fired more than twico with-
out reloading in the shooting of any bird,
fowl or antmal for whioh a oloso soison U
provided. Violators of this proposed
law are punishable by a fine of $100 for
each offenco, and in addition pay a penalty
of iii tor each bird, fowl or animal taken
In violation thereof.

The Senate Finance Committee to-da- y

reported favorably tho nomination by
Gov.

B. Johnson, whose term has expired.
Tills nomination also was confirmed
promptly. The compensation for this
office is the fees collected.

Senator Robert H. Glttlns of .Ma gara
Falls to-d- served notice that at some
future tlmo be would moke the customary
motion to suspend the Senate rules in oraer
to have his two amendments to the Agnow- -
Ilart racing law taken up out of their
order and acted upon by the Senate.

Senator Glttlns believes these bills
which eliminate the provisions of the bill
making directors of racing associations
responsible for gambling on their tracks

with or without tholr knowledgo" and
define bookmaklng as tho accepting of
wagers from all comers, will pass both
houses of the Legislature next week.

Tho Senate Judiciary Committee passed
favorably the Dix administration con
scrvation bill, amended along tho lines
pointed out last week, providing for a
three headed commission.

Senator Frawley, chairman of the
Senate Finance Committee, Introduced
a bill in the Senate to-d- making avail-
able In- October next an appropriation
of H.OOO.OOO for highway improvement
covering the special acts under the iM,- -
iaaj.uuu oonu issue passe a at tins session
of tho Legislature.

Senator McManus introduced a bill
giving the Now York county Surrogates
full power regarding tho number and
salaries of their clerks oftd ossistants
and the fees of tho Surrogate's office,
authority which is now vested in the
New York City Board of Estimate and
Apportionment.

The Senato Codes Committee reported
favorably Senator Grady's bill prohibit-
ing "wash sales" of stocks, bonds, prod-
uce or foodstuffs.

My u vote of IS to 2 the Senate passed
Senator Grady's bill requiring the print-
ing on the editorial pago of the name of the
writer at the end of each editorial. There
were twenty-on- e absent Senators. The
bill requires only twenty-si- x votes to pass.
Senators Brackett of Saratoga and Sage
of Albany, Kepubltcans, wero tho two
Senators who voted against the bill.

The bill provides as follows:
The owner, proprietor or the corpora-

tion, association or partnership publish-
ing or causing- - to bo published, or tho man-
ager or other person having charge of the
publication of a nownpaper. shall cause a
page or portion of every Utile or edition
thereof circulated or published In this State
to he set apart and conspicuously tleslir-nate- d

as the editorial section. Kvery
artlclo published in euch editorial section
shall bo slvned in full by the writor thereof
A violation of this section by audi owner or
proprietor or by the corporation, associa-
tion or partnership owning or publishing
or couslng the same to be published, or tho
malinger or other persons having charge
of such publication, shall bo a misde-
meanor.

Senator Bracket t, whllehumorotisly out-
lining tho treatment which should bo ac-
corded some editors, opposed the bill
Senator Iiluman thought it might un-
wisely harass country editors who copied
editorials.

Senators Grady and Ferri defended
the bill. Senator Ferris stating that thiswas his llrst experience in political life
that ho expected that it would bo his last
and that he realized that a person in puiili'j
life Invited political extinction by support-
ing such a measure. Nevertheless lie lmdmany experiences which taught him
that the editorials of some men wero notentitled to all tho force which they now
have.

"If we have the name of tho writer of aneditorial attached thereto," said Senator
Grady, "we would bo perfeotly willing topermit the publlo to Judge between thecritlo and the criticised. The editorialpage has become dograded because ofwhat is called tho impersonal criticism of
Journalism.

"Wo ore not disturbed with criticism ofthose editorial writers known to havo asmuch truth and veraolty as ourselvesBut we should be proteoted from theeditorial writer actuated from bias orotherwise than hi the publlo interest orthe truth. This bill will be a tirotectionagainst fraud as well as injustice.
